Statement of the Problem 



The study is designed to develop instruments for training & learning needs assessment of 
Youths and to identify the areas where training is needed. The study also focused upon 
answering the following questions; 

1 . What arc the subject centered and pedagogical centered competencies required 
for teen-agers? 

2. What measures may be adopted for improving quality of education and providing 
opportunities of better schooling to all without gender discrimination. 

Objective of the Study 

The focus group discussion meetings aim at the development of instrument for the 
assessment of training & learning needs of Youths at Secondary & Higher Secondary stages and 
recommendations for development of the instructional material of the target group. 

Limitations: 



Due to non-availability of valid and reliable instruments in order to assess the training 
and learning needs of the target group, the experts in Ministry of Education, Curriculum Wing, 
Islamabad developed and got administered the instrument through this Provincial Curriculum & 
Teacher Education Directorate. Some other limitations are:- 

To conduct the need-assessment exercise in a befitting manner, the given 
time was too short. 

Principals/Lecturers/Students from the college side could not attend the 
focus group discussion meetings owing to unknown reasons. 

Materiel; given to stakeholders was found lengthy. 

Questionnaire was the same not only for parents/students but also for 
teachcrs/principals. 

Procedural limitations. 

Managerial hindrances. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Govt, of Pakistan Federal Ministry of Education, Curriculum Wing, and United 
Nations Fund for Population (UNFPA), Islamabad in collaboration with the Provincial 
Governments lake initiative, early this year on the Population & Development Education 
Project. 



Major chunk of the Population is the Youth — age 13-19. No reliable, affordable 
and meaningful material based on the learning needs of Youth is available in our Public- 
Private study dens which could expose the hoaxes and frauds of the world to them. 
Curriculum is the genesis point. It is continuous process essentially. In this regard, Ministry 
of Education and UNFPA in general and Researchers Mrs. Shaista Shahid and Mr. Shahid 
Mehmood Khan in specific deserve our unreserved congratulation for preparing and 
communicating a worthy document under the title “Need -Assessment Study of Population 
& Development Education for Youth”. 

In fact, this is the 3 rd major assignment given to this Directorate after Provincial 
meetings of Planners’ and “Provincial Seminar for Key Decision Makers” which were held 
in July 1 8 and July 19. 2003 respectively at RITE, Abbottabad. Wc tried our best to recourse 
to every target group so as to hold /produce credible, convincing and result oriented Focus 
Group Discussion Meetings. The meetings were carried out from August 27 to September 06, 
2003. Two days for each Districts were restricted.

1. The study is delimited to o4 Districts viz, Manshera, Swat, Kohat and Charsadda. 

2. Only 4000 male as well as female teachers of both Secondary & Higher 
Secondary teachers will receive In-servicc teacher training.

This study involves groups of students (IX-X, XI-XII) teachers (SETs, Subject 
Specialists) Headmasters/Headmistresses, Principals, Executive District Officer (Schools & 
Literacy )/Di strict Officer (Schools & Literacy)/NGO, Public representatives (Male & Female) 
and Religious Scholars. 

The common characteristics of these target groups are: 



a) Pakistani national 

b) Residents of Districts Mansehra, Kohat, Charsaddda & Swat. 

c) Direct involvement in teaching learning process. 

d) Direct involvement in the societal affairs. 

Method & Procedure. 



Meeting with the officials of Executive District Officer (Schools & 
Literacy Department) as to identify training & learning needs of Youths in 
the selected four Districts i.e 2 hilly areas (Swat, Mansehra) and 2 plain 
areas ( Kohat , Charsadda) 

Development and the administration of a test for need assessment of the 
target group. 

Holding up two days focus group discussion meetings with education 
stakeholders. 

Administration of questionnaire 
Observation, and tabulation of the collected data. 

Instead of all Districts tables i.e 1-8 only table No. 9 (IX-X) & Table 
No. 10 (XI-XII) have been briefly analyzed and described under 
conclusion I & II respectively.

This study is a part of a National study. Instead of 4 Districts data description, efforts are 
made to analyze/described the collected data in an aggregate way. This section deals with 
Secondary stage both male and female stakeholders. 

It is evident in the table No. 9 (aggregate) that 88.09% students, 81.82% 
parents/NGOs/schoIar/community leaders and 87.50% teachers/principal/head teacher/EDOs 
termed the Q.No. 1 i.e. “Population Education Teaching Concepts” sufficient. Only small 
section declared it insufficient. 

Those who declared it insufficient i.e Question No.2, their highlighted deficiencies are 
tabled in the respective District column. For more understanding please also refer to the page 
reserved for Findings/recommendalions. 

As for as Question No. 3 is concerned, 92.86%, 100% and 89.6% students, 
parents/NGOs/SchoIar/community leader and teacher/principal/head teacher/EDOs respectively 
convisagcd and thought that ‘No change is required’ in the 08 central themes. However, brief 
section desired for the change, their identified central themes alongwith item Nos. are given 
beneath the column reserved for the under reference Questions in the respective District fable. 



In NWFP, 04 Districts, say that there is no need to add some more central messages. 
Their percentage is 40.76% students, 63.63% parenls/NGOS/Scholar/Comrnunity Leader and 
42.19 % Teacher/Principal/Head Teacher/EDOs. Yet interestingly, for schedule *A‘ comprising 
07 Areas meant for Youths Development Growth viz Question No. 4, favorable figures are 
crystal clear in the last column of Table No. 9. All the areas are being wanted for the addition. 
In addition to this tally, some more points are suggested which are incorporated on the page 



reserved for findings/ recommendations. 
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CONCLUSION-1 1 



This exercise will provide seeds for the National consolidate study which will be carried 

at the abode of Education i.e Ministry of Education, Curriculum Wing, Islamabad. This segment 
concentrates on Higher Secondary stage data. 



Collected from 04 districts with the help and involvement of target stakeholders. 64.28% 
100 ^, and 86.79% students, parents/NGOs/SchoIar/Community leader * and 
teacher/pri ncipal/head teacher/EDO respectively as per table No. 10 (Aggregate) termed the 
Population Education Teaching concepts’' sufficient. Paltry percentages indicate insufficient.
